forms society, for Christianity is 
the supreme law of the world. The 
Socialist works the wrong way.” 

Xfr. .Allen Cook, a prominent at¬ 
torney and real estate broker of 
Canton in commenting on the ut¬ 
terances of the Rev. Tinsley, 
(wrote the Akron People as fol- 
i lows: 

"Evidently the reverend gentle¬ 
man is working the wrong way. 
f’eojdc will not listen to religious 
doctrine while the pangs of hunger 
and starvation pervert their na¬ 
tures. Human society at any given 
jxrint has never liecn any higher 
or lower, any better or any worse, 
than the methods humanity cm- 
, ployed in getting a living. 

“New methods of gaining a 
livelihood have always created a 
new civilization or a new form of 
society. The tooth method of mak¬ 
ing a living made cannibalism nec¬

Uhtng the capitalist system.. But in 
abolishing the present system, the 
workingmen will free not only their 
own class, but also all other clafscs 
of modern society: The small farmer, 
who is today exploited by large cap¬ 
ital more indirectly but not less ef¬ 
fectively than is the wage laborer; the 
small manufacturer and trader, who 
is engaged in a desperate and losing 
struggle for economic independence 
in the face of the all-coiH)iiering 
power of % concentrated capital; and 
even the capitalist himself, who is 
the slave «1f his wealth, rather than its 
master. The struggle of the working 
class against the capitalist class, while 
it is a class struggle, is thus at the 
same rime a struggle for the «ibo!i- 
tion of all classes and class privi- 
lege*. 

Must Conquer the Political Power. 

The private ownership of the land 
and means of production used for 
exploitation, is the rock upon which 
class rule is built; political govern¬ 
ment is its imli.xfiensable instrument. 
The wage worker* cannot be freed 
from exploitation without conquer¬ 
ing the political power and substitut¬ 
ing collective and democratic admin¬ 
istration for private ownership of the 
land and the means of production 
used for exploitation. 

The basis for such transformation 
is rapidly developing within the very 1 
bosom of present capitalist society. 
The factory system, with its immense 
machinery and minute division of la¬ 
bor. is rapidly destroying all vestiges 
of individual production in manufac¬ 
ture. Modern production is already 
very largely a collective and social 
process, while the great trusts and 
monopolies which have sprung up in 
recent years have had the effect of or¬ 
ganizing the work and management of 
some of our main industries on a 
national scale, and fitting them for 
national use and operation. 

An End to Class Rule. 

In the struggle for freedom the in¬ 
terests of the workers of all nations 
are identical. The struggle is not 
only national, but international, 1* 
embrace* the world and will be car¬ 
ried to ultimate victory by the united 
workers of the world. 

To unite the workers of the na¬ 
tion and their allien and sympathizers 
of all othrr classes to this end, is the 
mh&ton of the Social?*!. In this bat¬ 
tle fur freedom the Socialist move¬ 
ment doe* not strive to Kubslitutr 
working class rule for capitalist class 
rule, but by working cla** victory to 
free all humanity from clatx rule and 
to realize the international brother¬ 
hood of maa. 


I They are also the class which suffers 
moat from the curve of class rule, 
i The fact that a stn.s’l number of cap¬ 
italists it permitted to use all the 
country’s resource and social tools 
for their iudividiut profit, and to 
make the production of the neces¬ 
saries of our lives the object of their 
competitive private enterprises and 
1 speculations, is at the bottom of all 
the social evil* of our time. 

Modern Industry Planless. 

In spite of the organization of 
trusts, pools and combinations, the 
capitalists are powerless to regulate 
production for Social end*. Indus¬ 
tries arc largely conducted in a plan¬ 
less manner. /Through jwrioda of 
feverish activity the strength and 
heaUh of the worker* are mercilessly 
undermined, and during periods of en¬ 
forced idleness the workers are fre¬ 
quently reduced to starvation^ 

The climax** of this chaotic sys¬ 
tem of production are the regularly 
recurring indtutr -1 depressions and 
crises which paralyze the nation every 
fifteen or twenty years. 

In its mad and reckless race for 
profits the capital:'st das* is bound 
to exploit the woffcers to the very 
limit of their cndsrMKc and to sac¬ 
rifice their phy*ir.«". *moral and men¬ 
tal welfare to its < \:a insatiable greed. 
Capitalism keep* Mehnusses of work¬ 
ingmen in povef’A.' Restitution, phys¬ 
ical exhaustion igd ignorance. It 
drags their wiv'tsNpsn their homes 
to the mill and illtlry. It snatches 
their children playground* 

and schools ar.-l V-iDd* rhrir dernier 
bodies and unformed* minds into cold 
dollars. It want<,:.hr sE*figures, maims 
and kills hundr^-'l* thousands of 
workingmen atton*i& in miff**, on 
railroads and In Ticforie*. It drives 
millions of woifccre Into the rank* of 
the unemployed A *4 forces large num¬ 
ber* of them intcrifctBgary. vagrancy 
and al) forms of ffjm* and vice.

We. a* So< Inli-ts, are vitally Interested In the development of civiliza¬ 
tion. History for u* Is not a collection of “shallow village tale*," the 
story of the coronations, wedding* nnd'burials of kings. Nor Is it simply 
mi areotlui of battle* lost nnd won, so many thousand killed on either side, 
nnd thl* or that king or general given all tbe glory. No. For us the true 
lesson of history 1 m the story of the progress of mankind by gradual *tcpe 
from brutal savagery to enlightenment, culture ami humanity. A great 
English ntateamnn h*n w indy said, •The history of the future 1 * to be read 
lu the page* of tbe past." 

No one realize* thl* truth more than the really wlrntlflr Socialist. 

The manner In which one system has grown out of uMother, feudaliam 
out of slavery, and capitalism out of feudalism, I* most suggestive of the 
manner by which the Bociallst Republic will gradually develop out of the 
present system.
